has  been  shocked  by  men  high  In  "T"  circles 
boasting  of  passing  cigarettes  to  soldiers  as 
though  it  were  a  high  form  of  service;  and  the 
use  of  money  given  by  devout  men  and  women 
for  religious  purposes  to  provide  public  balls  for 
soldiers  will  certainly  fall  to  commend  Itself  to 
the  highest  religious  Ideals  of  men.

SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS  AND  THE  RE 
ALIZATION  OF  A  NEW  TASK— A 
STATEMENT  TO  THE  BROTH¬ 
ERHOOD  BY  THE  EDUCA¬ 
TION  COMMISSION. 


Four  years  ago  at  the  Bouthern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  at  Houston,  Texas,  a  group  of  brethren 
after  much  prayer  and  wide  conference  proposed 
the  appointment  by  the  Convention  of  an  Educa¬ 
tion  Commission.  After  open  and  free  discussion 
the  proposal  was  adopted  and  the  commission 
appointed.  This  commission  has  gone  cautiously 
from  year  to  year,  by  extended  conference  and 
co-operation  concerning  the  educational  work  of 
Southern  Baptists,  reporting  to  each  convention 
Borne  progress,  but  advjislng  that  tha  time  had 
not  come  for  a  more  definite  and  extenslva  or¬ 
ganization.  The  commission  has  watched  With 
increasing  Interest  the  growing  conscience  on 
education  among  our  people,  conselled  widely 
about  the  needs  of  a  large  program  for  our 
schools,  gathered  facts  of  our  strength  and  weak¬ 
ness.  waited  for  Ood'a  providential  leadership, 
longed  and  prayed  for  His  will,  until  we  believe 
the  time  has  come  and  that  God  Is  moving  us  to¬ 
ward  a  larger  program] 

Two  Kmutrkablc  Mcctingt. 

At  the  suggestion  of  this  Commission  the  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  session  of  the  Southern  Hupt  i - 1 
Convention  at  Hot  Springs  was  set  apart  for  a 
mass  meeting  on  Christian  Education.  At  this 
meeting  the  report  of  this  Commission  propos.  d 
the  Inauguration  of  a  five-year  fifteen  million  dol¬ 
lar  program  for  the  Baptist  schools  of  the  South. 
To  this  report,  leading  brethren  spoke  and  car¬ 
ried  to  our  people  such  visions  of  opportunity 
and  convictions  of  duty  that  a  holy  contm 
of  enthusiasm  and  high  purposes  swept  the  Con 
vention  Into  an  absolute  unanimity  on  this  great 
matter,  setting  them  forward  in  this  task  with 
assurances  of  victory.  It  was  probable  the  highest 
and  most  forward-looking  hour  Southern  Baptists 
ever  witnessed. 

This  program  for  the  five  year  fifteen  million 
dollar  campaign  haa  been  freely  discussed  in  the 
religious  press,  in  conferences  and  in  the  state 
conventions  throughout  the  entire  Sonth.  Prac¬ 
tically  every  state  convention  has  endorsed  It  with 
a  remarkable  unanimity  and  enthusiasm,  accept¬ 
ed  Its  part  of  the  flfteeq  million  dollar  program 
and  has  set  In  operation  Ita  educational  machinery 
to  accomplishment  of  Its  part  of  the  task.  This 
new  movement  set  forward  by  that  epochal  meet¬ 
ing  has  aroused  the  conscience  of  onr  people  on 
education  and  brought  them  to  see  and  realise,  as 
never  before,  the  Importance  and  enormity  of  their 
educational  opportunity.  The  tides  of  enthusiasm 
have  come  back  from  the  people  In  such  a  fashion 
that  we,  as  an  Education  Commission,  feel  a  di¬ 
vine  compulsion  to  go  forward.  All  day  a  group 
of  serious  prayerful  men,  members  of  the  com¬ 
mission  and  other  brethren  interested  in  educa¬ 
tion.  met  in  Nashville;  Tennessee,  talked,  prayed 
and  waited  on  God  for  leadership.  At  the  night 
session  the  problem  of  ways  and  means  came  op.

Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  appoint  a  Board 
tary  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  and  the  inau¬ 
guration  of  a  great  forward  movement  for  South- 
wide  Baptitt  Education. 

We  are  led  to  this  action  by  the  following  con¬ 
siderations  and  arguments: 

1.  The  Providential  Argument.  God  seems  to  be 
calling  and  leading  Southern  Baptists  to  go  for¬ 
ward  in  education  in  a  greater  fashion  than  ever 
before  contemplated.  There  are  many  signs  man¬ 
ifesting  His  leadership  in  this  matter. 

2.  The  Argument  of  Logical  Consistency.  This 
is  no  new  task  put  on  us.  It  is  only  the  realisa¬ 
tion  and  inauguration  for  the  accomplishment  of 
work  already  on  our  hands.  The  Convention  has 
helped  in  the  educational  work  in  a  great  wap,  aa 
evidenced  by  the  far-reaching  educational  wortt  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board,  the  educational  institu¬ 
tions  under  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  foreign 
lands,  and  other  educational  propaganda  among 
the  churches  In  the  home  field,  as  evidenced  by  the 
Mountain  School  work  of  our  Home  Board,  the 
Convention's  long  and  glorious  (^-operation  in  the 
work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  and  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Training 
School  at  Louisville  ,their  recent  action  in  the 
founding  and  promoting  the  Baptist  Bible  Insti¬ 
tute  in  New  Orleans,  and  their  sympathetic  atti¬ 
tude  and  co-operation  in  the  Southwestern  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  8emlnary  and  Woman's  Mission¬ 
ary  Training  School  at  Fort  Worth. 

This  new  proposal  will  only  be  a  following-up 
effort  and  an  organisation  In  logic  and  consistency. 
We  will  but  follow  up  and  reinforce  the  state  or¬ 
ganisation  In  a  larger  promotion  of  all  education. 
There  will  be  no  more  reason  tor  conflict  between 
this  new  board  and  the  State  Board  of  Education 
than  there  is  now  In  the  work  of  our  other  Boards. 

3.  The  Argument  of  Comparison.  Our  Baptist 
brethren  at  the  North  an<J.  bther  denominations  in 
our  land — Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Disciples 
and  others — are  pushing  forward  In  wonderful 
ways  in  education.  Southern  Methodists,  alone,  are 
promoting  a  36,000,000  dollar  program  In  live 
years  for  their  schools.  State  organizations  for 
public  education  are  putting  on  great  forward 
movements  for  promoting  public  schoola  There 
is  a  bill  before  Congress  now  for  the  creation  of 
a  new  Cabinet  officer  In  Education  and  the  ap¬ 
propriation  of  100,000,000  dollars  annually  from 
the  Federal  treasury,  to  be  matched  by  an  equal 
sum  from  the  states,  to  be  used  in  education 
throughout  the  Union.  Baptists  must  see  their  op¬ 
portunity  and  go  forward,  or  be  put  on  the  scrap 

4.  The  Argument  from  Baptitt  Princinple  and 
Divine  Command.  The  basis  of  our  system  and 
life  Is  the  democratic  principle  of  the  competency 
and  sovrelgnty  of  the  individual.  This  very  foun- 
datiob  of  our  life  and  hope  for  a  place  In  the 
world  of  service,  demands  the  enlightenment  and 
training  of  the  Individual — education  of  the  masses 
and  an  education  that  recognises  God,  and  gives 
Him  and  His  Gospel  their  rightful  place  in  life. 
Not  only  do  our  principles  demand  popular  edu¬ 
cation,  but  we  are  under  Divine  orders.  The  same 
authority  which  put  ns  in  the  mission  business, 
now  urges  us  to  go  forward  in  education.  Southern 
Baptists  should  hear  anew  and  afresh  and  in  a 
greater  way,  Christ'4  orders  to  "teach  them  all 
things"  in  His  Gospel. 

6.  The  Argument  of  Conviction  and  Opportun¬ 
ity.  We  fpel  led  in  our  souls  to  urge  this  hew, 
forward  step.  This  feeling,  we  believe,  is  widely 
shared  by  our  brethren.  We  face  a  new  world, 
how,  sine*  the  war's  havoc  is  passing.  Opportun¬ 
ities,  immeasurable,  face  us.  We  must  see  the  vis¬ 
ion  of  our  chances  to  serve  Christ  and  put  for¬ 
ward  His  Kingdom  through  a  cultured  and  trained 
people. 

4.  The  Argument  of  a  Unified  and  Larger  Pro¬ 
gram.  This  Board  will  lead  us  out  into  large 


educational  ways  and  put  a  mighty  Baptist  force 
back  of  al  lour  schools  and  lead  us  to  out  proper 
place  in  the  world  of  education.  It  trill  develop 
a  new  South-wide  educational  leadership. 

7-  The  Argument  of  Life.  If  Baptists  are  to  live 
in  a  great  fashion  in  this  new  world  and  amid  new 
surroundings  and  conditions,  we  must  have  train¬ 
ing  not  only  for- our  leaders,  but  for  our  people. 
Christian  Education  is  a  spiritual  necessity  of 
life,  life  in  its  large  ways,  looking  to  the  service 
and  glory  of  Christ  ; 

These  and  other  reasons  lead  us  to  see  in  this 
Educational  Board  an  opportunity  for  them  to 
serve  in  some  of  the  following  directions; 

1.  This  Board  will  create  a  new,  deeper  and 
wider  denominational  conscience  on  education. 

2.  It  will  greatly  aid  the  state  boards  in  all 
their  schools  in  obtaining  new  and  better  build¬ 
ings,  larger  equipment,  needed  endowment,  lty 
crease  student  bodies  and  strengthen  their  fac¬ 
ulties,  etc. 

3.  It  will  develop,  promote  and  circulate  a  great 
educational  literature,  in  tracts,  books,  etc.,  gath¬ 
ering  and  collating  facts  and  making  educational 
surveys,  and  thus  giving  out  information  and  In¬ 
spiration  to  our  people. 

4.  It  will  mightily  aid  our  more  than  state¬ 
wide  Institutions,  such  as  our  two  Seminaries,  our 
two  Woman's  Missionary  Training  Schools,  and 
our  Bible  Institute,  in  this  fifteen  mllllan  dollar 
campaign,  and  in  other  and  future  movements. 

6.  It  will  put  the  entire  South-wide,  Baptist  co¬ 
operation  behind  aud  under  our  state  boards, 
where  our  people  aVe  weak  or  backward  In  edu¬ 
cation.  and  aid  in  the  establishment  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  schools  in  states  where  there  are  no 
Baptist  schools,  and  in  otherwise  co-operating 
with  and  reinforcelng  all  our  state  Baptist  schools 
and  the  educational  work  of  the  other  Boards  in 
home  and  foreign  -lands.  Thus,  we  believe,  the 
creation  and  organisation  of  the  great,  forward- 
looking  force  for  the  promotion  of  education  will 
bring  new  visions  to  our  people  and  develop  amnog 
our  masses  a  new  spirit  of  sacrifice  and  call  out 
from  our  wealthy  members-  larger  gifts  of  money 
to  be  used  for  the  glory  of  Ood,  and  for  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  a  lost  world.  We  believe  also  that  its  wider 
future  and  its  consecrated  agencies  will  more  and 
more  turn  the  hearts  of  the  "fathers  to  their 
children”  in  giving  them  educational  advantages 
and  will  call  out  in  educational  leadership  and 
service  thousands  of  our  young  people  whose  lives 
will  count  In  great  ways  for  Christ's  cominng 
Kingdom. 

The  Educational  Commission  thus  presents  to 
the  Southern  Baptists  for  their  prayerful  consid¬ 
eration  this  recommendation  for  a  new  organisa¬ 
tion. 

We  trust  that  between  this  and  the  Atlanta 
Convention  the  brotherhood  will  talk  and  pray 
themselves  together  and  will  come  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  in  an  unbroken  unanimity  and  the  great 
spirit  to  put  forward  the  cause  of  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation  for  Christ's  glory.

A  NEW  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  LAST 
MILE  OF  THE  VET- ’RAN  PREACHER

•  I.  MAKING  THE  PROGRAM.  * 

*  The  Convention  did  this,  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark- 
May,  lilt.  It  was  done  to  relieve  the  apprehen¬ 
sion  of  pastors  and  missionaries  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  . 

There  Is  a  great  qpacepitoo  lying  behind  this 
Program.  It  is  to  provide  a  modest  Income  for 
preachers  and  missionaries  of  the  Cross,  when 
they  have  grown  into  the  years,  or  for  any  rea¬ 
sons.  have  become  disabled  before  the  years  have 
advanoed  very  far. 

it  is  to  defend  these  faithful  servants  against 
dependence,  when  they  can  no  longer  earn  a  living 
by  their  own  exertion.  ^ 

There  is  nothing  the  minister  needs  so  much, 
on  the  human  side,  as  a  healthy  outlook.  There 
is  nothing  so  to  be  deplored  as  dependence.  We 
must  not  forget  how  easily  dependence  slips  upon 
the  individual,  who  is  compelled  to  work  for 
modest  pay. 

Death  oomes  prematurely,  and  with  it,  possible 
dependence  for  those  who  are  bast  loved.  This 
phase  of  dependence  may  be  provided  against  by 
life  insurance,  so  far  as  the  family  is  concerned, 
but  where  la  the  preacher  who  can  carry  life  in¬ 
surance  equal  to  what  Is  offered  him  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  Program?  Five  percent  on  I10.0M.M,  a 
#8  years  of  age,  is  the  Convention  program,  for 
those  who  join  the  Annuity  Fund.  Should  the 
Annuitant  die,  five  percent  on  17, 000. 00,  to  hip 
widow  and  children. 

A  Disability  , Annuity  calculated  to  the  vary 
cent  is  for  every  member  of  the  Annuity  Plan, 
who  falls  by  the^way.  as  long  as  he  Uvea.  In  the 
event  of  death;  three-fifths  of  his  annuity  descends 
to  the  widow  and  orphan  children.  This  feature 
of  the  "Annuity  PundT  it  generally  overlooked. 
Those  who  contemplate  iolniag,  think  ohly  of 
what  is  to  come  at  <8,  forgetting  what  is  to  be 
their'a  should  health  break  down  before  that 
time  This  is  the  part  of  the  program  Is 
likely  to  impose  the  heaviest  burden.  But  the 
program  does  not  stop  here.  It  provides  for  those 
who  come  to  dependence,  and  who  wiU  not  and 
never  will  become  members  of  any  co-operative 
membership  plan.  For  thit  larger- elate  the  pro- 
gram  mokes  a  provision  twice  at  great  at  far  the 
Annuity  fund.  This  is  the  “Oenefnl  Relief  fea¬ 
ture  or  the  program.  There  is  this  difference  to 
be  thought  of,  however.  Under  the  latter,  there 
must  be  actual  need  and  dependence  before  one 
can  receive  anything  at  all.  while  under  the  An¬ 
nuity  Fund,  the  beneficiary  takes  by  right  of  con¬ 
tract 

II.  THE  BI0NE88  OF  THE  PROORAM.

There  seems  some  agitation  In  semi-religious 
and  Irreligious  circles  over  the  statements  of 
Mr.  Fosdick,  “a  prominent  clergyman"  of  New 
Yor>,  who  is ,  "prophesying”  about  tlie  terrible 
things  which  are  going  to  befall  the  church 
"when  the  boys  come  home."  And  some  poor 
timid  sou^js  are  opening  their  eeys  and  wondering 
if  the  whole  ecclesastlcal  cosmos  is  going  to  col¬ 
lapse.  Mr.  Fosdick  is  being  also  echoed  in  a  few 
near-serious  secular  journals  and  possibly  in  a 
certain  kind  of  religious  coterie  of  people  who 
were  never  very  sure  of  themselves,  their  religion 
or  their  theology.  But  we  doubt  If  the  devil  Is 
taking  much  comfort  to  himself  by  he  aid  thus 
offered  him,  for  he  has  lived  long  enough  to  learn 
that1  religion  does  not  collapse  every  time  a  pop 
gun  explodes.

Mr.  Fosdlcks  observations  strikingly  remind 
us  of  Alice  in  Wonderland.  That's  a  book  we  never 
had  the  Interest  to  read,  except  in  a  fragmentary 
way.

civilised  tone  what  he  wished  to  say  and  wished 
you.  tk>  understand.  The  same  thing  has  happened 
to  you  on  a  train  when  the  flagman  yelled  out  the 
name  of  a  station,  which  nobody  understood  ex¬ 
cept  those  who  already  knew  what  It  was.  Well, 
that  has  also  happened  In  church  when  a  preacher 
tries  to  preach  a  great  sermon.  He  makes  a  great 
'  effort"  and  confuses  the  minds  of  people  with 
word*  and  noise.  But  he  can  talk  sense  and  does 
when  he  just  gets  down  to  say  something  to  some¬ 
body.  Why  doesn’t  he  do  that  all  the  time.  Some 
people  seem  to  think  the  less  they  have  to  say 
the  more  noise  they  must  make. 

Our  nerves  are  the  things  that  bring  us  into 
contact  and  cognisance  of  the  material  world. 
Suppose  they  become  exposed,  then  the  perception 
of  outward  things  becames  intensified  and  even 
palnf«l,  for  example  when  a  piece  of  skin  is  re¬ 
moved  or  a  nerve  Is  exposed  In  a  tooth.  Some  peo¬ 
ple  have  more  sensatlve  nerves  than  others,  and 
this  SenslUveness  may  be  highly  culUtated,  for 
our  good  as  when  the  eye  is  used  by  the  deaf  or 
the  ear  by  the  blind  man,  or  the  increased  sensi¬ 
tiveness  may  make  one  painfully  nervous.  So  may 
the  sense  of  Ood  be  cultivated,  developing  a  high¬ 
ly  spiritual  life  and  a  great  capacity  tor  seeing 
Ood  become  indefinitely  magi n Bed.  The  change  is 
not  in  God’s  method  of  revelation  so  much  as  in 
our  capacity  for  comprehending  Him.  The  thing,

CHRIST  AND  PHARISEFlISM 


Cuke  vhh  t-vd.  i 

Jesus  was  always  condemning,  and  warning 
against  Pharisa  ism,  but  this  is  the  only  place 
in  all  the  Scriptures  where  He  mads  a  compari¬ 
son  between  men  approaching  God  in  prayed 
and  Luke  tells  us  that  this  was  spoken  for  the 
spelcial  benefit  of  "certain  who  trusted  in  them- 
selyes  that  they  were  righteous  abd  despised 
othLs.”  •  .  -  I  [ 

Of  all  the  isms  of  His  day  Jeeua  was  most  bitter 
against  Pharisecism.  He  had  much  more  to  say 
against  it  than  against  Sadducees,  through  the 
Sadducees  were  ftofldels,  if  not  atheists.  As  all  or 
His  efforts  were  to  help  we  know  that  every  de¬ 
nunciation,  and  every  criticism,  and  every  con¬ 
demning  word  of  our  Lord  was  intended  to  help 
the  Pharisees  to  see  their  wrongs  or  somebody 
else  to  see  h  and  turn  form  them.  Tlige  and  again 
He  condemned  Pharlseeism  as  hypocrisy  .empty 
and  detestable.  Yet  we  must  confess,  to  speak 
truly,  that  there  is  a  tremdous  amount  of  Phar¬ 
isaism  in  almost  all  of  us  today. 

Of  all  the  hindrances  in  the  way  of  Influencing 
men.  I  mean  grown  men.  who  are  not  Christian 
to  consider  their  Condition  today  the  worst  is  the 
spirit  of  Phariseeisra.  They  compare  themselves 
with  others  who  profess  to  be  Christians  and 
think  themselves  better  than  they,  therefore  con¬ 
tend  that  they  are  “righteous,"  alriyht,  because 
they  do  think  that  They  say.  I  am  not  as  bad  as 
this  one  or  that  one,  and  begin  to  enumerate  what 
the  others  do  that  they  would  not  dd.  They  hide 
behind  the  Pharisaical  feeling  that  tjiey  ara  bet¬ 
ter  than  other  men  are,  and  it  is  nent  to  impos¬ 
sible  to  make  them  see  their  condition. 

One  special  peculiarity  about  Phpriseeism  is 
expressed  in  the  words  “certain  whb  trusted  in 
themselves  that  they  were  righteous.”  They 
“trusted  tn  themselves."  All  such  are  blinded  to 
their  own  sins  against  Ood  by  their  big  opinions 
of  themselves.  What  they  do  la  blggey  and  better 
than  what  any  body  else  does.  No  rngn  with  such 
Pharisaic  spirit  can  be  reached  by  Christian  ef¬ 
fort.  The  door  to  their  hearts  is  closed  by  the  hand 
of  ^elf  and  bolted  with  the  bolt  of  egotism 

No  wonder  Jesus  was  so  continually  knocking  at 
Pharissetsm:  He  saw  that  to  become  Pharisaical 
in  disposition  was  almost  the  certain  doom  of 
the  soul. 

You  will  remember  that  he  said  tp  the  Phar¬ 
isees,  “Ye  compass  sea  and  land  to  make  one  pros¬ 
elyte,  and  when  he  la  made,  ye  make  him  two¬ 
fold  more  thp  child  of  hell  than  yourselves.”— 
Mat.  23:15.  Doubtless  His  reason  for  making  that 
statement  was  that  He  knew  that  those  who  were 
proselyted  were  weaker  than  those  who  made 
them  proselytes,  therefore  were  in  the  sad  condi¬ 
tion  of  being  dominated  dupes  of  stronger  minds 
an<}  wills,  and  blinded  egoists  and  egotists,  which 
condition  made  them  doubly  hard  to  reach  with 
thq  truth.  An  original  Pharisee  might  come  to  see 
his  mistake  and  change,  but  one  made  a  proselyte 
by  a  stronger  will  and  influence  was  almost  past  re¬ 
demption;  they  could  not  free  themselves  from  the 
inlunece  that  dominated  them. 

One  of  the  greatest  principles  of  -  Jesus  Christ 
was  the  equality  of  human  souls  before  Ood  and 
the  competency  of  each  accountable  soul  to  deal

I  haven’t  gotten  mine  but  suppose  I 
could  get  It  by  going  round  and  begging  some  s«p 
ply  or  mess  sergeant  An  officer,  apparently,  la  not 
supposed  to  partake  Of  the  "gift  of  the  American 
people,  through  the  T.  M.  C.  A."  nor  to  draw  his 
Issue  when  they  are  part  of  the  government  ration, 
even  though  be  pays  foiyfels  rations  on  every  pay 
check.

Another  class  was  represented  by  a  boy  who 
spoke  In  Chinese  to  the  effect  that  nothing  had 
been  done  to  relieve  s 
ness  until  foreigners  ci 
Ing  It  Is  her  problem, 
must  learn  how  to  do  what  foreigners  are  already 
doing. 

Then  six  boys  marched  up  single  file,  each  with 
his  hand  on  the  shoulder  of  the  man  In  front  of 
him,  as  If  they  were  blind.  After  they  were  ar¬ 
ranged  on  the  stage  each  held  up  a  card  with  a 
word  printed  on  It;  when  all  were  up  It  read: 
"Blindness  can  hold  us  no  more.” 

The  blind  students  came  out  to  see  us  some  time 
ago,  and  our  boys  were  so  Impressed  with  the 
things  they  did— the  gymnasium  work,  the  slglng 
and  reading  and  writing. 

The  Chorus  Class  sang  a  Christmas  song,  and 
Mr.  Anderson  told  the  Christmas  Story.  There 
was  also  a  song  and  prayer  at  the  opening,  aqd 
the  foreign  children  (we  are  the  foreigners)  did 
some  little  stunts. 

It  was  very  Interesting  to  look  over  that  crowd 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  Chinese  boys. 

American  brewers  aretalklng  of  coming  to  Chiba 
now  that  they  have  to  shut  up  shop  In  America. 
Our  student  body  has  already  sent  protests  to  the 
papers,  and  appeals  that  the  Chinese  government 
will  refuse  to  let  the  breweries  In  here. 

One  of  the  Seniors,  Percy  Chu,  made  a  motion 
“that  Dr.  Love  be  asked  to  represent  the  Shanghai 
Baptist  College,  when  he  returned  to  America, 
and  urge  the  American  Government  to  help  China 
In  keeping  her  doors  closed  to  the  liquor  traffic/’ 
You  should  have  heard  the  applause  that  followed 
Dr.  Love's  acknowledgement  of  the  honor  thus 
conferred  on  him  and  his  promise  to  do  what  he 
could  back  home. 

Two  of  the  college  boys  under  Miss  McKeen’S 
leadership  are  teaching  the  Chinese  children  In 
the  "Gate  Sunday  School.”  And  one  of  these 
boys  last  night  led  these  little  boys  and  girls 
as  they  sang  for  us.  Not  many  college  boys  back 
home  would  stand  before  an  audience  of  three 
hunderd  people  and  lead  little  children  In  a  song. 

Two  women  from  one  of  the  villages  came  In 
and  sat  near  me.  The  Chinese  children  were  across 
the  room  from  us,  and  they  evidently  had  children 
over  there,  for  they  craned  round  and  finally 
Btood  up  to  find  them;  then  they  pointed,  talking 
to  each  other  with  looks  of  satisfied  pride  on  their 
faces,  all  the  while  the  program  was  going  on

Not  the  soldier  boys  this  time,  bat 
those  younger  at  home.  The  years 
between  twelve  and  eighteen  witness 
a  tremendous  loss  of  our  boys  from 
the  Sunday  School  and  church  activi¬ 
ties.  Many  plans  have  been  suggest¬ 
ed  and  tried  for  holdnig  them.  Not 
all  of  them  have  been  a  success.  It 
Is  indeed  a  great  problem,  and  a  large 
opportunity  for  a  truly  original  work. 

For  years  the  writer  has  worked 
with  the  Boy  Scouts,  and  recognises 
some  of  their  services  as  being  very 
helpful,  but  the  tendency  with  them  is 
to  carry  the  boys  away  from  the 
churches.  The  school,  the  city  hall, 
or  some  place  other  than  the  church 
house  is  the 


It  is  a  trite  saying  that,  "The  pen 
Is  mightier  than  the  sword.”  It  is 
none  the  less  true,  however,  and  in 
no  age  is  it  more  true  than  now.  The 
progress  of  modern  invention  has 
multiplied  lu  power  many  times  over.

lealthy  missionaries  are  ipore  «*'• 
dent  than  sick  ones. 

While  It  la  true  that  much  has  been 
lone  to  make  the  life  of  the  mleslon- 
iry  a  happier  and  an  easier  one  In  a 
physical  war,  there  are  even  yet  many 
things  that  try  his  soul  and  sift  his 
’harder. 

There  are  still  missionary  hard¬ 
ships.  And  I  want  to  write  today 
shout  thp  heaviest  burden  that  rests 
upon  tbejheart  of  the  missionary.  It 
Is  the  burden  of  the  greatness  of  the 
unfinished  task  and  the  lmmenalty  of 
the  unoccupied  field.  It  It  the  same 
burden  that  rested  upon  the  heart  of 
Christ  when  b4  said  to  his  disciples: 
“The  harvest  truly  la  plenteous,  but 
the  laborers  are  few.”  , 

It  la  not  so  much  the  work  that  he 
la  doing,  heavy  aa  that  may  he,  that 
breaks  the  missionary  as  It  la  to  have 


constantly  before  his  eye#  so  manw 
things  to  be  done  that  he  hasn't  the 
time  and  strength  to  do,  so  many  open 
doors  that  he  cannot  enter,  .so  many 
glorious  opportunities  that  he  cannot 
enter,  so  many  glorious  opportunities 
that  he  cannot  use,  so  many  perishing 
multitudes  that  he  cannot  reach  with 
salvation.  •  .
